Exchange Telegraph Co., gives the German losses in killed and missing up to Sept. 1 
as 117,000.

LONDON", Oct. 7.—With the excep- 


tion of the left wing of the allied army 
where there is reason to believe that 
lively art ions are being fought. !he 
great battle front in the western arena 
of the war may today be described 


a gigantic sniping engagement in 


which riflemen have been replaced by 
batteries 
of heavy artillery masked 


along the heights of the Aisne and 
the Mouse, 
These desultory artillery 


duels seem to have succeeded the des- 
perate infantry charges with which 
during the early stages of the battle 
it was sought to clear out the extend- 
ed lines of entrenched troops on eith- 
er side. 


One result of the present stage of 


operations lias been a very appreciable 
diminution in the casualties. Observ- 
ers recently at the front declare that 
the allies are well content to play 
this waiting game; they now outnum- 
ber the Germans and for this reason 
can give their troops rest, while the 
invaders must keep their men. con- 


j stantly in the trenches. 


The most important development of 


the fighting in France is the report- 
ed movement of a German army said 
to be 20,000 strong-, southward through 
Belgium by way of Temple Neuvo and 
Tournai in the direction of the French 


I border. Berlin military critics predict- 
ed recently that the allies would meet 
disaster if they stretch their line on 
the loft wing too far, and it is be- 
lieved here that the Germans now are 
seeking to crush the enveloping move- 


nient which remorselessly 
has been 


closing around Gen. Von Kluck, the 
commander of the German right for 
the past three weeks.

George W. Putnam protested against 


the use of Westford street as a racing 
ground for automobiles, and said that 
if the speed laws were properly en- 
forced there would be little need of 
taking any trees, down.

• The experiments in tho use of tho 
salts were made on monkeys. 
After 


purgatives had been administered the 
doctors injected virulent cultures of 
the baccllli of Asiatic cholera and six 
hours later gave the monkeys sulphate 
of lanthanum. The dumb patients en- 
joyed a rapid cure. 
Other monkeys 


howcvofc-, in which the cultures were 
injected, but which were not given the 
sulphate of lanthanum, died in from 
forty to forty-eight hours.

Generally those 
who esca.pe are captured and returned 
hut occasionally the dash for freedom 
is successful, to the future danger 
o£ the public. 


On Monday an especially daring es- 


cape was dieqU-d from the Worcester 
mate hospital. One. of the inmates, an 
expert mechanic, managed to secure a 
nurse's key and in some unaccountahlu 
manner made an impression 
of 
it. 


With the specially manufactured key 
three of the lunatics made their escape 
via the basement and la the excite- 
ment which followed, two others took 
a key from an attendant and went out 
in similar fashion. 
H la far 
from 


pleasant, for the people 
thereabouts 


u> realize that five more or less dan- 
{.-erous lunatics are at large in the im- 
mediate neighborhood. 


Such things bear out tho frequently 


repeated charge that owing to the im- 
mense size of our stale institutions It 
is absolutely impossible for their offl- 
cia! heads to keep personally in touch 
with the various sections and the dis- 
cipline therein. Accordingly a 
great 


deal must be left in the hands of sub- 
ordinateF, who, owing to the degree ol 
liberty allowed and their personal un- 
fltncss, do not take nufllclent interest 
in their work to do It properly. State 
institution officials have often declared 
in hearings following come revelation 
that many of the employes at such 
places arc not desirable, and they are 
thus further handicapped by condi- 
tions that they cannot control. H in 
bad enough that the heads should 
leave administration largely 
in 
tho 


hands of attendants, hut when 
such 


attendants aro of an inferior grade, 
the effects aro anything but what they 
ought to be. 


Incidentally, 
the 
recent 
agitation 


following the death of a Lowell man 
at a, state institution serves to fur 
ther emphasize the fact that tho tes- 
timony ol the inferior employe must 
bp taken ss final at critical times. In 
a vast area, with twenty separate 
buildings, with thousands ot inmates 
ana hundreds of employes, It Is almos 
impossible for the bcst-lntentloned of- 
ficial' to keep in personal touch will 


. his institution.

ed by a vote of MO to 403. 


The yrs nnd no vote by ballot was 


on tiic adoption of an net passed hy 
tho hist legislature, entitled ''An art 
to change tho tinifi of holding: the an- 
nual meeting of the, town of Norwood 
to enlarge tho pownrs nnd duties ot 
the Hflcctmen. to abolish certain of- 
h'ces and to provide for tho admin- 
atrntion of town affairs." 


Tho annual town mooting' is changed 


to the third Monday in January. Tho 
act provides for flvo selectmen, abol- 
ishes the municipal light commission, 
sower commission, water commission 
and tree warden, merging their du- 
ties in those of the selectmen, and 
consolidates the offices of tax collec- 
tor ami town treasurer, also those of 
town clerk and town accountant. 


The. 
moat notable feature la tho pro- 


vision for a town manager, to have 


rgn nf practically all town work, 


subject to the selectmen, by whom ho 


appointed. 


With reference to the adoption of 
the new charter, George F. Willett, 
tho originator of the idea of a new 
charter, said: 


•The Fipnincancc of the old system 


of the new charter is that there is a 
great "body of: men in Norwood, who, 
irrespective of political affiliations, are- 
ready to get behind such a movement 
of public interest. 
"It means tho development of the 


town government plo.nt along1 
civic 


lines."
